Lyman announced drastic changes during her 
maiden speech to members. 

She has already created six teams within the 
chamber - each with its own leader and specific area 
of responsibility (executive committee, communi¬ 
cation, membership, ways and means, government 
affairs, economic and business development). 

The new structure was presented in a four-page 
document named ‘Suggested Administration, Or¬ 
ganisation and Programme of Work’. 

It is based on the structure used when she worked 
full-time for an American chamber of commerce 
(Cape Cod area) for about three years in the mid 90s. 
She also announced a promotional membership 
offer to attract new members, and that she had se¬ 
cured a £500 grant to revamp the chamber website. 
Mrs Lyman officially took over as chairman from 
Shane Morgan on Tuesday September 10th - in her 
absence. 

An unfortunate misunderstanding about the 
meeting’s starting time meant members voted her 
in before she had arrived. But once she was in situ, 
the ambitious and straight-talking Apple Tree Gal¬ 
leries owner made her strategy known. 

In a previous address to members, she said: “I 
would work with other members to see if we can get 
some excitement back into the membership and get 
some much-needed new members and local sup¬ 
port to achieve our goals. 

“If we are unable to gain support for a clearly de¬ 
fined vision and pathway to achieving it, then I sug¬ 
gest the chamber has come to an end." 

The chamber, formed in 1945, currently has about 
45 members, with monthly meetings usually at¬ 
tracting 10-15 members. 

The monthly members’ meetings have been 
changed to a quarterly basis, but will feature an in¬ 
vited speaker and social time.

Mayor refuses 
to stand down 


I’VE sat through some lively council meetings 
in my time - but nothing equals last week’s 
meeting of Seaton Town Council. 

The August meeting got a bit out of hand with 
the Mayor, Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick, al¬ 
legedly telling blind resident John Barrington- 
Rowell to “shut up and sit down”. 

Mr Barrington-Rowells was seeking a re¬ 
sponse from the council over a list of issues 
faced by disabled people in Seaton. 

We reported the mayor’s comments and at 
first she questioned our accuracy but since then 
has admitted there was “some disagreement” 
over what was said. We stand by our story. 

There was outrage in Seaton after our story 
was published so I thought I ought to go along to 
the August meeting last Monday where I was 
sure the matter would be raised again. 

However, I was unaware that feelings were 
running so high and I have never witnessed 
greater vitriol aimed at a council chairman or 
mayor in 40 years of covering local government. 

I don’t know Gaynor Sedgwick very well. She 
is always polite and courteous to me when we 
meet and I can assure you not every council 
leader is. 

I was once introduced by one highfalutin dig¬ 
nity as “be very careful what you say to him -

Church toilets

It looks 
as though Gaynor Sedgwick will ride out the 
storm and get on with her duties as chairman of 
the council and town mayor. In her defence, she 
does carry out her mayoral duties with great 
aplomb. 

Those who were affronted by her comments 
have had their say and can now only use the 
ballot box exact their revenge. 

One good thing to come out of this unfortu¬ 
nate dispute is that in Mike Neale Seaton does 
seem to have a town clerk who has quickly won 
the approval of the public. He has already got to 
grips with Mr Barrington-Rowell’s list and won 
praise from the floor for doing so at the council 
meeting. 

I am sure lessons have been learned from this 
debacle and perhaps it’s time for Seaton to 
move on and concentrate on the many positive 
factors and challenges ahead.

SIDMOUTH 

Impatient drivers 
risk to pedestrians 


A ROAD safety group says impatient drivers are 
putting pedestrians at risk by ignoring traffic signs 
in the Stowford Rise area of Sidmouth. 

The East and Mid Devon Community Safety Part¬ 
nership is pleading with the drivers and urging po¬ 
lice to clamp down on offenders. 

Partnership community safety and anti-social 
behaviour co-ordinator Gerry Moore said: “It has 
become apparent that some motorists are ignoring 
traffic signs. 

“In their impatience they are driving in an anti¬ 
social manner to the detriment of pedestrians in 
the vicinity of the bus stops and the crossing situ¬ 
ated in between them. 

“Some drivers have been seen overtaking sta¬ 
tionary buses waiting at the bus stops and contra¬ 
vening the keep left signs which are clearly 
displayed to protect pedestrians using the cross¬ 
ing. 

“They then head towards the pedestrian crossing 
on the wrong side of the road and if there are per¬ 
sons on the crossing they are being put at risk by 
the behaviour of these anti-social drivers.” 


SEATON’S under-pressure mayor has refused to 
step down despite a barrage of criticism from the 
public and repeated calls for her to resign. 

Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick, who is also chairman 
of Seaton Town Council, has found herself embroiled 
in a bitter controversy over, allegedly, telling blind 
resident John Barrington-Rowell “shut up and sit 
down" at the August council meeting. 

Her comments were exclusively reported in Pul- 
man's View from Seaton but later denied by the 
mayor. 

However, a number of people who were present at 
that meeting have come forward to say that Coun¬ 
cillor Sedgwick did use the words reported and some 
of them used the public session at last week’s coun¬ 
cil meeting urging the mayor to apologise and resign 
as mayor. 

Mr Barrington-Rowell’s clash with the mayor at 
the August meeting came after he attempted to get 
the council to respond to a list of 22 items he had 
compiled which made life very difficult for disabled 
people in Seaton. 

Councillor Sedgwick told the meeting that what 
she said at the previous meeting concerning Mr Bar¬ 
rington-Rowell was “in dispute" but she would not 
try to “upset" anyone, adding: “It was a very difficult 
meeting and I am very sorry". 

Former council chairman Bob Buskin, who himself 
uses a wheelchair, also spoke in the public session. 
He said he was ‘surprised’’ that Council Sedgwick 
was still sitting in the chairman’s chair after her 
“outburst" at the last meeting. 

He continued:’'Because you have not apologised I 
have reported you to the Standards Board. Are you 
going to carry on sitting there?" 

Councillor Sedgwick replied: “Yes". 

Mr Buskin: “Shame on you!". 

Terry Grimsley, chairman of the Seaton and District 
Visually Impaired Group, also spoke on behalf of Mr 
Barrington-Rowell, describing Councillor Sedg¬ 
wick’s alleged remarks as “distasteful" and that her 
“attitude and demeanor fell far short of standards 
expected in public office".

Fuel tanks not the cause 
of delay in car park plans 


THE agent representing the Websters 
site owner has denied that fuel tanks 
are delaying the car park project. 

Plans for a temporary car park on 
the derelict site were presented in 
February this year as stop-gap meas¬ 
ure until a permanent solution can be 
found. 

Graham Barton, representing the 
qwners Hallmark Estates, had hoped 
the car park would be up and running 
in time for Christmas, but the plan¬ 
ning application for the project was 
subsequently withdrawn. 

At the time, Mr Barton stressed 
that the project was going ahead and 
said: "The application threw up some 
matters that need addressing. 

It is understood that the matters re¬ 
ferred to were of a site layout nature, 


but some town councillors had since 
claimed that underground fuel tanks 
had been discovered and compli¬ 
cated matters - both from a cost and 
timing point of view. 

Axminster Town Council met on 
Monday, September 9th, and mem¬ 
bers of the public asked for a 
progress report during the public 
forum. 

The fuel tank issue came up and the 
mayor Councillor Jeremy Walden 
said that, to his knowledge, a revised 
planning application had not been 
submitted. 

He added: "I guess that the fuel 
tanks have got to be taken out." 

Mr Barton told Putman's View: 
“The planning application to clear 
the site and create a temporary car 


park met with some resistance from 
the local planning authority. We’re 
working with the planners to find a 
solution. 

“There are no surprise problems as¬ 
sociated with fuel tanks. A couple of 
small extra lids were discovered dur¬ 
ing investigations into the extent and 
quality of the surface concrete cov¬ 
erage when it came to suitability for 
car parking. 

“These turned-out to be secondary 
points of access to known tanks 
therefore there will be no increased 
works or costs associated with their 
removal. 

“Every day is a day materially 
nearer to redevelopment of the site 
whether it’s for a temporary car park 
or the ultimate scheme.”

Burgesses register as charity 


AN extraordinary meeting of Colyford Burgesses 
agreed to create a constitution for the Ancient Bor¬ 
ough of Colyford and register this as a charity. 

The burgesses, which is open to all adults who live 
in the ancient borough, agreed that registering as a 
charity with HM Revenues & Customs would benefit 
local projects, including moving forward with an off¬ 
road alternative to the proposed section of the Stop 
Line Way cycle route through the village. 

The original route set out by Devon County Council 
would see cyclists travelling from Seaton Road, down 


the A3052 and across the bridge and the tram crossing, 
but resdient felt this would be too dangerous and opted 
to support an off-road route suggested by the 
Burgesses, in which cyclists would continue across 
the wetlands and meet the tram line. 

However, Devon County Council is not willing to 
pay for the additonal cost of creating an off-road route 
and the village will have to raise £350,000 itself. It is 
thought that registering as a charity will help in seek¬ 
ing grant funding for this and other local projects.

Lost WWI medal returns to village 


A LOST WWI Victory medal issued to a Membury 
born soldier, has been found and will be returned to 
the Village. 

Robbi Robson, Chaiman of Membury History Soci¬ 
ety, recently returned home from a trip to Northern 
France where she visited the graves of all Membury’s 
First World War soldiers killed in action. The same 
evening she received a telephone call from Tom Hi- 
rons, from Honiton, saying that he had bought the 
medal of soldier Robert Newbery, who died in action 
in 1916. 

Robert’s medal will be returned to Membury and the 
History Society plan to display it in a community 


building. 

Robert was born in Membury in 1896 and can be 
found on the 1901 census, aged five, living with his 
parents, brother, sister and grandmother in Prospect 
Cottage, Membury. 

In 1911, aged 15 he had left home and was working 
as a cowman at Ford Farm, Furley, living with the Per- 
ham family. 

He enlisted at Axminster into the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge’s Own (the Middlesex Regiment) the 11th Bat¬ 
talion and fought on the Western Front for nine 
months. 

The 11th Battalion was one of the units set up in Au¬ 


gust 1914 as Kitchener’s New Army - made up of 
volunteers. They went to France between May 29th 
and June 1st 1915, landing at Boulogne. They were in 
action at the Battle of Loos in September 1915. After 
a period of rest, they moved into reserve and then in 
the front line at Givenchy, and then a period of train¬ 
ing. They moved back to the front line at Loos on Feb¬ 
ruary, 12th 1916. 

Robert was killed on March 3rd 1916 and he has no 
known grave. He is remembered on the Loos Memo¬ 
rial to the Missing, together with two other Membury 
boys, Noal Aplin and William Parker, and another 
20,605 men.

Control badger population 
to encourge healthy setts 


■ I WAS brought up on an active 
stock farm, and have been follow¬ 
ing the chat about badger culling 
with interest. 

The fact is that we lived happily 
with our badger sett, but there were 
unwritten rules that they had to ad¬ 
here to in order to remain at peace 
with my father, and to preserve 
their own good health! 

Badger tunnels are fairly close to 
the surface, and although they start 
out by digging under the cover of 
hedgerows, they quickly give 
themselves “planning permission” 
to tunnel under the field area. 

Only a lot of rock in the area can 
deter them from extending along 
the hedgerows and in to the deeper 
virtually root free soils of the 
fields. But this constitutes a 
breach, as it is a hazard to tractors, 
and also to an unlucky badger be¬ 
neath, if a tractor wheel breaks 
through into a tunnel. Therefore, 
we took great care to block tunnel 
extensions into the fields by apply¬ 
ing pressure to the surface grass in 
wet conditions when the soil was 
compactable and blocking any 
new air tunnels. 

The second point concerns the 
size of a population. If a sett’s sur¬ 
face size is confined to say three 
metres by four metres, the badgers 
usually move their young on to 
fend for themselves elsewhere; but 
if a sett is allowed to expand as it 
wants, then the badger population 
quickly grows too high to maintain 


good health. 

Badgers do try to maximize an 
airflow with a network of tunnels 
to the surface, but inevitably in 
winter when they are below 
ground for long periods, the air 
does not move much and condi¬ 
tions for the spread of disease are 
excellent. 

Once a disease, e.g. Tuberculo¬ 
sis, is established in a sett, it is vir¬ 
tually impossible to eradicate since 
the “spores” can survive for many 
decades in the dry underground 
conditions beneath a hedge bank; 
but unstressed animals in a low 
population are likely to be resistant 
to most diseases. So as with hu¬ 
mans, space for each individual is 
key to a healthy happy life. 

A diseased badger is no more 
happy about it than the farmer who 
is trying to produce disease free 
food for the country; and the only 
way to achieve disease free status 
humanely is to close down and cull 
ie shoot all badgers from the in¬ 
fected setts. 

Once this is done one can allow 
the establishment of new setts by 
healthy badgers, but one must then 
curtail their population growth. 

In deep soiled areas this means 
culling of a cross-section of the 
age population each year. 

This might amount to only one of 
the elders and one of the young, or 
as many as 50 per cent of old, 
breeding and young each year. 
Only the farmer, who walks or 
rides his fields regularly, can tell 


how many he needs to shoot to 
maintain a healthy stock. But this 
must be done. 

In past centuries, badgers were 
normally culled for their fur and 
bristles for shaving brushes etc. 
Now that this use has stopped, we 
still need to cull them. It is worth 
remembering that we are their top 
predator, and therefore we must as¬ 
sume the role that would naturally 
have taken the elderly before the 
painful diseases of old age set in. 

Some people may think that the 
answer is to ban farming in UK 
and import all our food from oth¬ 
ers. However, no matter what other 
countries think about this, badgers 
survive best in areas of crop and 
livestock farming. Here they can 
turn over older cowpats to eat the 
worms and beetles that live in this 
niche habitat; dig for worms and 
eat slugs in ploughed soils - mini¬ 
mal till farming encouraged by 
bodies such as Natural England 
does not help the badgers - and of 
course clean up dead wildlife and 
crop residues in their time hon¬ 
oured role as omnivore scav¬ 
engers. 

Perhaps those who go on vigils 
could spend their time better, by at¬ 
tending courses on the basic biol¬ 
ogy governing the welfare of our 
wildlife and plants.

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Saving Lives at Sea in Dorset 

WHEN the mast of a 120-year-old sail-training vessel came crashing down in rough seas and gale force 
winds off Portland Bill, Weymouth RNLI Coxswain Andy Sargent and his crew aboard Weymouth’s 
Ernest and Mabel raced to their aid. Andy and his six crew members rushed to the station and were 
heading out to sea in less than ten minutes from receiving the call. 

The 24m Brixham trawler Leader is run by Devon based Trinity Sailing Foundation who offer 
disadvantaged young people the chance to sail. With winds gusting up to 40 knots she had been sailing 
south of the Bill when her main mast snapped, bringing her rigging, sail and boom, crashing into the 
water. 

Remarkably, no-one was hurt. But, unable to control the boat following the dismasting, the Brixham 
trawler had started to drift into the Race, an area of dangerous currents off the Bill. 

Andy said: The mast was broken and the rigging was in the water on the vessel’s port side, so the 
crew had to deal with this first so it didn’t become a hazard to the Leader or to us. They secured the 
debris alongside the casualty boat as best they could in the conditions and then having determined 
that no one was injured we secured a tow line.’ 

They couldn’t use their engine as the gear and rigging was in the water and could have got caught 
around the propeller.’ Due to the rough weather it took five hours for the volunteer lifeboat crew to tow 
the 1892 wooden sailing ketch Leader, safely back to port. 

Rescues such as this are only made possible thanks to the generosity of RNLI supporters. The RNLI 
are grateful for all the support they receive from people generously donating their money or time, 
however, legacies are critical to the future of the RNLI and to saving lives. The sea will always be a 
danger and the RNLI will always be needed to rescue those in trouble.

I can’t say more 
than that, except don’t miss the opportunity.” says Gallery owner and Exhibi¬ 
tion Curator, Nick Broomfield. 

London-based artist, Tony Beaver, studied at Goldsmith College, London 
and completed his MA in European Fine Art in Barcelona. His subjects appear 
diverse; he has dedicated some years of his life to painting potatoes - whim¬ 
sical on the face of it, but to Beaver, bestowing grandeur and importance to 
the hum-drum and humble, is central to the work of the portrait artist. His 
range of works entitled “Museum Studies” celebrates the humble pot from all 
ages and eras. Often overlooked, through his paintings Tony places them cen¬ 
tre stage, reminding us of our link with civilisation from the very first ages of 
man. The exhibition will also feature Beaver’s latest work exploring the nature 
and qualities of water and the values we bestow upon it. 

Tommy Cooper has been another force in the artist’s life; he has been painting 
portraits of Tommy for over a decade, one of his works being shortlisted for 
the prestigious Garrick Milne Prize for Portraiture in 2005. 

“My paintings depict Cooper in a dark empty space” says artist Tony Beaver. 
“The comic famously died on stage in front of a live theatre and television au¬ 
dience in the middle of a performance .The paintings attempt to capture the 
moment Tommy Cooper finds himself in a new, profound and deeply serious 
space. He becomes an explorer, on behalf of us all, in the Afterlife.”
